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REMARKS 

The Applicants thank the Examiner for the thorough examination of the 
application. No new matter is believed to be added to the application by this 
Amendment. 

Entry of Amendment 

Entry of this Amendment Under 37 C.F.R. 1. 1 16 is respectfully requested 
because it cancels claims to thereby place the application in condition for 
allowance. 

Status of the Claims 

Upon entry of this Amendment, claims 9-15 and 17-19 are pending in 
the application. Claims 1-8 and 16 are canceled. 

Rejection Under 35 U,S,C, 103(a) Over Bergstrom 

Claims 1-8 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being obvious 
over Bergstrom (U.S. Patent No. 5,468,829). Applicants respectfully traverse. 

Although the Applicants do not accede that claims 1-8 and 16 are 
unpatentable over Bergstrom, in order to expedite prosecution of the 
application, claims 1-8 and 16 are canceled. This rejection is therefore 
rendered moot. 
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This rejection is overcome and withdrawal thereof is respectfully 
requested.
